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{o (for our brethren, and peſterities ſake) reward her even as 
fre bath rewarded us, and double unto her according to ber 
workes, in the cup Which be bath filled We muſt fill to ber 
double as it is in the words of my Text, It willnot ſuf- 
fice that we come out of Babylon,and be ſafe, but we muſt 
alſo drive Babylon out of the world, both in name, andbe- 
ing, that others be not endangered, or defiled. To ſpend 
time in clcaring,that by Babylon(of whom this whole Chap- 
terand Text treats) is meant Rowee in her ffate Papal, and 
Antichriſtian eApoſtaſie, is altogether needlefle ; being ++ 
bundan'ly affirmed, and proved in the labours of the godly 
lcarncd ; andat this day ſcarce either queſtioned, or denied 
by any, but cither Atheiſts, or Papifts, or both ; in bear: at 
leaſt, ifnot in profeſſion : I ſhall therefore wave all diſcourſe 
that way de induſtria, and take it pro confeſſae. The words 
then inthe gencrall, containe in them a ſtri&t Inimnttion, or 
Charge, concerning the powring out of furic, and indigns 
tion upon ſpirituall Babylon, or Rome collapſed, and be» 
come Antichriſtian. The Obis&s of which Charge, or the 
Inftruments of this farie, we may {cc noted, ver/. 4. as they 
are there ſtyled the people of God, and called upon te come 
out ofher. And theſc (I ſay) muſt powre upon her furic and 
deſtruction. For by this treble precept of rewarding her as 
ſhe hath rewarded you, of doubling unto her according un- 
to her workes, in the Cup which ſhe hath filled, of tillin 
to her double, none of any reaſonable capacitie will once 
zmagine, that (be muſt be rewarded with do/atrie, for 1de- 
latry,that ſhe mult be doubled unto in ſwperſtirionas ſhe hath 
becne /aperſi3tions, that in the Cup ot error ſhe mult be 
filled too double, as ſhe hath beene erroneous. No, certainly 
the words doc clearcly reſpeRt and enforce the ruine and 
utter overthrow of the Aztichriſtian ſtate of Rowe, where- 
unto the people cf God muſt put their hands, and be bclp- 
fall, for the accompliſhment of that Prophccie'of the An- 
gel, Babylom the great is fallen, is fallen, as we have it 
ver{. 2. Whcre (torclcaring of my way} it will firſt be de- 
manded, Why the holy Gholt both in this Chapter, andall 
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along the Prophecie points out the ſtate of Rome L 
and Antichriſtian, by the name and title of Babylon, —— 
rather by its owne name Rome ; that ſince this 1s a Reve- 
lation, we might haye had it plainly, and clearely reyealed, 
who and what is meant ? 

To omit all other anſwers for the preſent,-I pitch upon 
this, as molt fatisfaRorie. That the reaſon hereof is, becauſe 
God in this title or name, Babylon, had an eſpeciallaime, to 
hold out unto his Church, all the cnemics of his people, 
and oppoſers of his trath. For as Babylon of old, was a 
great and grand Adycrfaric to the Church and people of 
God : gm " _ _ = fre Arps ſets forth 
unto us, the condition 0 hy 
they are bloudy perſecutors in their times, —_— c 
is tobe deſtroyed. Andthat this is the reaſon, will appear. 
For if the Lord had oncly ſaid, Rome the great is fallen, is 
fallen; and, reward Rome as ſhe hath rewarded you, it had 
beene of too narrow acompaſle for expreſſion of the minde, 
and meaning of the holy Ghoſt, and the in{tru&ion of the 
Church, what to thinke of, or how to deale with her cnc- 
mics. Forif Rome in the ktter had beene once deſtroyed 
(which the Church might poſſibly have attempted, and 
— then all her other perſecutors would, and 

leht have edthemſelyes asont of the verge, and. liſt 
of them whoby this Propheeic are noted, and yoted tode- 
ſtruion. But here it 1s apparent that they are all Baby- 
lonians, where cycr they infabite te, and drinke of Romes 
poiſoned and cruell Cup, of error and bloud. And this is it 
the Charch muſt doe to them, Reward th:m as they have 
rewarded her.She muſt double unto them according to their 
workes, inthe Cup that they bave filled, ſhe mult fill to 
them double; pointing out rather what the Church muſt 
doe againſt Romaniſts then Rome, aiming equally at men 
of Romiſh ſpirits, as well as Romes Deniſons and Inha- 
bitants z for not to dwell in Rome, but to have Rome dwell

Well then,ſuppoſe we the people of Sod ready,and prompt, 
both inreſpe& of ſinne and forrow, to come up-to God at 
his word, and make remoyes from, Babylon as he here com- 
mands, is thisall they have to doe, may they reſt content 
with this their locall and fpirituall ſeparation? No ſure, there 
yet remaines ſomewhat-more for them to doe, they maſt 
look back upon Babylon : but not (as many times they did 
upon Egypt) with hearkcning after returnes to her car- 
nall contentments. No, it mult be to execute, and take 
vengeance, for all the fnnes wherewith ſhe hath offended

creed and determined, yea he hath recordedit in the Court- 
rolls of hcaven , that Babylon ſhall fall , andcome down to 
utter ſhame and confuſion. And not onely fo, but he hath 
made known, anddiſceyered his. will and pleafare to the 
Church. For ſo he looks upon it , as a known truth , and re- 
ceived principle of old ; O dawghter of Babylon which art to 
be defliroyed, ſal. 137.8. the Church makes no queſtion, 
but it (hall be,and the truth is, we need not doubt it. For the

cerning Babylon, both literall and ſpiritual, ( ſo farre as can 
be knowne by his word ) that it ſhall utterly periſh and come 
tonaught. 1/ai4h 1 3. 19, 20, 21, 22. end great Babylon 
- Came in remembrance before God to give unte her the cup of the 
wine of the fiercencſſe of bis wrath, Revel. 16. 19. eAnd 4 
mi ghtte Angel tooke #p a ſtone, like a great milſtone ; and caſt 
it into the ſea, ſaying, Thus, With violence, ſhall that Os co1%e 
| Babylon 
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Babylon be thrown down , and ſpall be found us more at all. 
Revel.18. 21. 

I would draw up this intoforme of an Argument thus. 

That which God hath determined and made known to 
his Church in his word concerning the ruine of Babylon, it 
bchoves all thoſe who haye eſcaped Romith corruption to 
be inſtrumentall for the accompliſfiing and bring ng to paſſe. 

But God hath determined, and in his word made it 
known to his Church, that Babylon ſhall fall and come tont- 
ter ruige, and that by the Church. Ergo. 

The minor propoſition isclearc, from that which is above 
faid, and the major cannot be denyed , except men will con- 
ceive and plead it lawfull for them, cither to goe againſt, or 
come ſhort of Gods will revcaled to them in his word. I 
ſhall <nd this reaſon in this propoſition. | 

That as the unbeleeving Icws, through ignorance and un- 
bcdlicfe , did performe Gods determinate counſell and will, 
in putting to dcath the Lord Icſus Chriſt, the Lord of life 
and glory ; o it behoyes the beleceving Gentiles, through 
_ faith and knowledpe, toperforme Gods determinate coun» 
ſell, and wilt, in the utter overthrowing of Antichriſt, that 
man of ſire and ſonne of perdition , with all his glory and 
pompc that they may deſcend with ſhame and forrow in- 
to everlaſting infamic and oblivion. 

Secondly , we have not onely Gods vote , but his worke , p..c... 
to argue from, inthis caſe; for he gocs before us, and begins om Gods 
to his people in this buſineile of Babylons fall and ruine ; fo precedency er 
that it is no ſhame for us to follew; nay, it isa ſinne, if we $90ing before 
_ doenot, when we bave ſuch a leader. ' Now the Lord prg. 512 the work 

feſſethof himſclfe, with a note of obſervation and remem- 
brances Behold, I am againſt thee, oh thou moſt proud, ſaith 
the Lord of hoſts , for the day ts cane , and the time that I will 
viſit thee, Jer. 5c. 31. And what will be the concluſion or 
upſhot of this viſitation? A very bitter and intolerable 
end to Badylon, for fo it follows , werſ. 32. And the moſt 
prond ſhall tumble and fall , and none ſpall raiſe him up : and I 
Will kindle a fire in his cities, andit ſpall devonre all round about 
bize. The Lord will make anend of all, be Rs 
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ther name nor {tup. Yea, the Lordis yet more full andeleare 
in this particular, for if the Church (in remembrance of the 
wrong Babylon hath done her) complaine to God, and tell 
him, Neb«chadzezzar the King of Babylon hath devoured 
me, he hath cruſhed me, he hath made me an emptie veſlell; 
he hath ſwallowed me up like a Dragon , he hath filled hig 
belly with my delicates, Ie hath caſt me out; The violence 
done to me and to my flefh, be upon Babylon, ſhall the Inha- 
bitant of Sion ſay , and my blood _ the Inhabitants of 
Chaldea, ſhall Icruſalem fay. The anſwer then of the Lord is 
this, for the comfort and refreſhment of his people ; There- 
fore thus faith the Lord 5 Behold, I will plead thy cauſe, and 
take vengeance for thee, and I will dry up her ſea, and make 
her ſprings dry , none of her defences ſhall be a ſecuritic for 
her, when the Lord on Sons behalfe comes againſt her. And 
Babylon ſhall become heaps, a dwelling place for Dragons, 
an aſtoniſhment, and an hiſſing without an inhabitant. Here 
is the Lord doing, and doing to ic, in way of avenging 
Sion upon Babylon , good reaſon therefore itis, that Sion 
ſhould be up and aQting, ſeeing the Lor#isnot onely with 
her, but before her in the worke, even to the making of Ba- 
bylons fall compleat and full, For as we have heard before, 
Ter. 51. 34» 35 36» 37- Sothe Lord gocson, further tonote 
what he will doc, wer/. 57. 1 will make drunke her princes; 
and wiſe men, her captaines, and her rulers, and her mightie 
men , and they {hall ſkepa perpetuallſlcep, and not wake; 
ſaith the King, whoſe name is the Lord of hoſts. It isno good 
ſipne of a good ſouldier to ſhrinke back and take to his heekes 


. when his ___ is valiant in the battell. Tt were a moſt re» 
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from the end 
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- Romuſh pollu- 
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proachfull thing to the people of God, if they ſhould faint, 
be cowardly and give out in ating for Babylons compleat 
All and ruine, when they have a king tolcad them,a king who 
wants neither counſell, ſtrength, or means to defeat and con- 
quer his enemies. For his name is the Lord of hoſts. 

But thirdly, this isthe end why the people of God arc 
fetched out of, and delivered frem corruptions; that there 
may be ſome meetly qualified, diſpoſed andbitted to worke 


her fall and ruine? we cannot thinke that God hath cauſed 


light 
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light to ariſe oat of obſcuritie, that there ſhould be no ating 
againſt the children of the night and darknefſe. If he have 
diſcovered unto us the filthinefſe of the whore , it is that we 
may hate her, and burne her fleſh with fire , and give her 
blood to drinke. It isno wonder , that our forefathers hands 
were bound , and that they did little , or nothing againſt the 
Bcaſt and the Babylonians : for their eyes were blinded,they 
were inthe darke , and conld not ſee to worke , much lefle 
to fight.

It puts usupon att 
on, it cannot be otherwiſe , but that where the love and life 
of God is, there will be working and endeayouring,toruine 
and bring under all the enemies, and gppoſers thereof, as 
well thoſe open, and in the view of the world, as thoſe more 
ſecret, and ſhut op in the heart of a Chriſtian. We haye the 
true and ſaving knowledge of Chrift, that we may be the

down Antichriſt. It jsa ſhime not to do Gods work that he 
hath deſigned us unto ; eſpecially , when he affords us day- 
light to accompliſh it in, Our light is lent us , that the king 
and kingdome of darkncefle may be troden down , not anely 
am our (clves, but where cyer he hath ſubjected the 
ſouls of men. to Babyloniſh thraldome and ſlavery.

We have comfortable and abundant experience of and 
from the p:ople of God, whoin this buſingfle of rewarding 
Babylon as the hath rewarded them, haveout of ſmall bes. 
ginnings come upto great and honourable atchicycments; 
Time would faile me to relate many inſtances of former 
dayes, doe but reade oyer Gods dealings, with his Church 
in theſe ſeycn laſt yeares within the compaſſe and confinesof 
Great BRITAIN E,and tell me whether there be. not 
experience upon experience herein, even tono lefle then 
wonders and miracles, Scotland weake, and poore, animg- 
tedintoa Covenant to ſtand out in this worke , againſt all 
thwarts, plots, armics, men, and devils I had wel-nigh 
faid. In England God ufing means that his baniſhed be not 
exp:lled from him ; the righteous brought out of trouble; 
and the wicked coming in their ſtead. Courts full of vez 


yon, if not injuſtice, tumbled downe into their firſt princ 


of nn entitie. In warres for the moſt part the Parlia» 
ment ſucceſſefull, or not utterly deſtroyed, able ſtill to doe 
ſomething for God and his cauſe, cycn to the enyie of the 
adyerſaric. And in the beginnings of reformation, more ſuce 
ceſſcfulland bleſled, then in formerly expeRed periods. We 
would heretofore haye thought our {clycs happy, to have en- 
ded where we now thinke there is ſcarce a beginning. But 
to come to Kent, for whom, and with whom | have to doc 
in this ſervice, how were we (unworthy) proſpered'in ſub- 
duing (not oyer atwelve-moneth fnce) a deſperate inſur-

forget theſe mercics, to ſervo God, according to the engage

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ments they lay upon us, and that here we could (as David 
from remembrance of the Lion, and the Beare) gather heart 
toa& further and further againſt the brood of Babylonians, 
-cauſe we have cauſe to beleeve, that he who deliver- 
ed us from ſo great deaths, and doth deliver us, will alſo in 
Chriſt Icſus deliverus toand in the end. 
The continued darings, challengingys, and provocations of 4.Engagement. 
the Antichriſtian party. For beſides their wondering after,and 
worſhipping of the beaſt, ſaying, Who islike unto the beaſt, 
who is able to make warre with him ? Revel, 1 3.4. have 
they not gathered together in Armes, and Armies againſt 
the Lord and again(t his Chriſt ? Nay, arc they not daily more 
and more mad, and deſperate in their miſchiefe conceived 
againſt the Church > Doc they not hourely beat up their 
Alarmes, and bid defiance to the people of the moſt High ? 
Do they not.rob,ſpoil,and plunder all where ever they come? 
and are theſe things, with many more of the like nature, 
any other, then ſo many callings out of the godly, and well 
affeed, to take up their Armes, draw and uſe their ſwords 
in the Lambs cauſe againſt the Babylonian beaſts, and beaſtly 
Babylonians? Not that I would encourage any man to Ducll 
it, inhisowne avengement, or for his private honour, (tor 
that argues baſeneſle of ſpirit,and begets a blot with all trucly 
noble and generous ones) I would heve have every Chri- + 
ſtian to ſtand upon his reputation, and after and amid(t fo 
many and fo proud challengings , not to diſcover puſillani- 
mous and ignoble ſpirits. What hath Antichriſt done for 
them they dare be ſobold? and what hath not Chrift done 
for us, that we ſhould now in theſe dayes of darings be 
daſtardly, henehearted and effeminate ? 
But enough tor confirmation, the poynt would be ap» , Vie. 
plied, and may firit informe us who and what man» 
ner of men they are, whom we mult looke upon, and ex» 
pet tobz moſt aQive, and in{tramentall againit the Anti» - 
ciriſtian partic, vis. Thoſe that cither have not drunke of, or 
clic have vomited up, the wine of Romes foraieations; whee 
ther we reſpe her Cup of, firlt, Idolatric, or ſecondly, Li» 1. 


bertie « tor this hath ever becne —— policic of that ſirampet,

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to hamper men in the bonds of Tdolatrous and ſuperſtitions 
worſhip, and to enlarge them in the way of licentiouspro- 
fancnefie 3 it is enough,if Satancan make men realous accor- 
ding to his principles of religion and deyotion, although they 
be moſt remiſle and carcleflc in the things of Gods comman- 
dements: theſe men are ſo cnſnared and fettered, as that it 
is their very death, to part with their bands, the gyves are 
ſo faſtened upon their hearts, and hands, that there is no 
expeRing any thing in way of Siows enlargement from 
them, 

Wonder not to ſee men of this world flow to a warre a- 
eainſt Antichriſt. For this were to aR againſt, firſt, their 
owne intereſt, for here they have their portion, P/ad. 17.14. 
the creature is tho totall ſtay and ſupport of their hearts: it 
is not poſlible that theſe ſhall doc any thing in a warre 2+ 
gainſt Antichciſt, but thoughts preſently ariſe, of the givings 
ont, and cmptyings of their God: their good, is in . 6 Cle 
joyment of carthly ſupports; let theſe be called for and ta 
ken away, and their heart is down, they give up all as loſt, 
becauſe their goods are called for, they inſtantly conclude 
thcir God is gone ; they know no other, and therefore they 
can doe no better. 


Secondly,if theſe ſhould aR, it were to move againſt their 


 owne ends; the purpoſes and determinations of their hearts, 


are to catc, dricke, and take their caſe ; they are devoted ſer» 
yants of the ficſh, and therefore may not a againſt thoſe 
waics and things, that give them full leave and libertic to 
make proviſion for the fleſh to fulfill the laſts of the fame. 
If they aR againſt Babylon, they can neither grow great, nor 
enjoy pleaſures, intheir ſenſe, And bence it is, they pity 
her, rather then a againſt her, as in their owne language 
we read, Revel, 18.19. Alas, alas, that! great Citie, where» 
in were made rich all that had ſhips in the ſea, by reaſon of 
ber coltlinefle ; for in one houre ſhe is made deſolate. Let it 
not trouble us that great Doors, and profane Proctors with 
&c.idoe not att againſt, but for Antichriſt ; their intereſt en- 
gageth them, and they mult be all true and faithfull to their 
baſe and carnall ends. Their ſhips arc forth in a voyage for 
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luſt, andlucre, and they would not for a world they ſhould 
miſſe of their fraight, or periſh in their adventure for trading 
and commerce with Babylon : the truth is, ſclfe-ſeckers arc 
no fit mento aR againſt Babylonians. 

Hence we have adiſcoveric ofthe reaſon, why the Anti- 
chriſtian ſtate ſtands ſo long, and ſtrong in the world. And 
' thatisbecauſc the people of God generally, and for the molt 
part have done but one halfe of their dutie,if ſo much, againſt 
Babylon. We ſhould haye uſed the ſword, and the fpeare, 
as well as the pen, and the pulpit, in ſeeking her demoliſh- 
ment and fall ; we ſhould have had battels fought, as well as 
bookes written; ſhe ſhould have beene diſheartened, as well 
as diſcovered ; we ſhould haye daſhed in pieces her carnall, 
as wcellas her ſpirituall props. We ſhould haycoyerthrowne 
her towers, as well as her tenets. We ought to haye diſ- 
charged our cinongas well as our conſciences againſt her. We 
ſhould have uſed our armes as much, nay more, then our ar- 
guiments againſt her. Forthefe would have overcome,when

thoſc could not perſwade. We ſhould bave diſpatched, and - 


not diſputed her out of the world : we have not done all oar 
br hh we expett all our wages in the fall 
of Baby 

But is not this a piece of ſtrange, andarſh, if not falſe 
dofrine? may ſome $669 Shall we gi pulpit per- 
{wade men to uſe their armes, and that to the utter efiru- 
Aion and ruine ofothers? I know it will be thus objeRed, 
but what of that ? I matter not the murmurings, or mutter- 
ingsof men, ſo long as I haye a warrant from the word to 
back me and beare me out. And therefore here, 


Fourthly, the people-of God have acommiſſiorſnot onely 4. Ye. 


fot a defenfive, but an offenſive Militia, and poſture of Warre. 
I know many have taken great paines, and to good ſe, 
to proye itlawfull, in the preſent cauſe of God, the king- 
dome, and Parliament to take up and make uſe of Armes, in 
the detence of Religion, the Church, and the truths of God 
therein : but by the light of my Text and Doftrine, I ſhall 
make bold to goe one ſtep further, and not onely to preach,

To revenge this, about fonreſcore Rebels on horſe-backe 
came fro Burley houſe in Rutland/tire to plunder the Country 
neare Belvoyer Caſtlezand at Wolhrop where ſome of Befveyer 
horſe uſe ta be quartered, they hoped of a prize, but the vigi- 
lant Governour had drawn inall his horſe ; yet ſeeing the Re-

We oftentimes skirmiſhed with the Enemie, and had 
ever the better , which preſaged a Vitorie tous (as I conceived) 
if we would fight. The firſt time, our P/i990uth Horſe ( being bur a 
handfull) charged a vaſt body of the Enemies horſe, and puc them 
all toflight : 1 cannot deſcribe in writing, what I ſaw that day 
at d : 1 was my ſelfe preſent in that Charge ; It was wonderfull 
to ſe: che couragious hearts of our men, and the baſenefle of the 
Enemie, This was the firſt skirmiſh of noce ; the reſt I omit; The 
nex' of any note, was the day my Lord Generall began to draw 
from Z1ſtrth1e/ rowards Foy : At that time both Horſe and Foot

and one Horſe Colour,and divers prifoners and men of norte : I that 
day got the Princes Colours in the field : The whole body of the 
Enemies horſe and foot, ſtood amazed at our Footmens reſolution, 
A!l that day we skirmiſhed very hot, and the Enemie ſtuck very 
cloſs on every ſide, plying us continually with ſhot; The nigtit com- 
mirg on, the Enemie drew into divers bodies of Horſe and Foot;

They made ns, 2frer we had laid down 
otr armes, io match throwgh'the Kings Army, where the Sottlditys 
came upor; is in "mt barbatous 'Fr4her-, 116y1ing odr atten In the 
dirt, and kicking them , pulling all trom them, doublets, hoſe, and 
hirts, leaving many ftark naked. When we came. from the Kings 
Army to Liftithiel, the poore Souldiers were aſliulred with more 
crueltie by the Towns-men and woinen of Liſtithie{ , who ſtripped 
many men ſtark naked , not leaving them any thing to cover their 
nakednefſc : And I ſaw them (trip a woman of our partic, te her 
ſmock ; ſhe had lyen in but three dayes before : they took her by. 
the haire of her head, and threw ker into the River, and there had 
almoſt drowned her : the woman dyed within twelve houres after. 
Divers other women and men were ferved in the like nature. 
Alſo, upon Liffi:iel Bridge, there mer three brethren, two were 
on the Kings partie,and one for the Parliament ; The two laid hotd 
on the other brothers throat ; one of them would have killed him; 
bu the other was more mercifull : yet they ſtripped him, and bear 
him, and ſwore, If ever they caughr him againe, they would kill 
him, It is-not five ſheers of paper will contain the Stories and Tra- 
gcdies of this kinde, They ſo courſed and hurried our Souldiers, 
that many fell down under their mercilefic hands ; others, with ex- 
ceſſive thirſt, were forced ro drink water , worſe then runs in the 
channels in London ſtreets. A 
After we were paſt Liftirhiel, we marched ſomething quietly, till 
night; and then we were ſer upon as we marched , and divers of 
our Captaines were {tripped-at that time, to the great terror of the 
Common Souldiers. We marched about ſeven miles from Liftsrbve! 
en Munday : that night we lay in the fields neeretoa ſpring, which 
was ſome refreſhing, having no other proviſion. This night they 
Role away divers of our horſes; my horſe was tollen that night, 
and I was forct to foot it to Southampron. 
On Tueſday morning we marched towards Hor/ebridge: when 
, we came within two miles of the Bridge , on the Down, we wete 
Rayed : they told us, we muſt not march , ciil further order from 
the King; which much amazed us : Sir Fohn Browne commanded 
the Convoy ; and Generall Major Skippon urged the Articles 0 
him, and prefled the unjuſtnefſc of the aRion, in ſtaying us: bur 
within thefpace of an houre , news came, we might march ; We 
with mach. willingnefle advanecd ; and having gone about two- 


miles

miles farther, we were »ſtoped ngain forthe ſpaceof an hour, by 
Generall Goring ; yet we marched that nighc ro Brew-farr, where 
we ſcarcehad che benefic of ' water ; we lay in the open ficlds that 
night alſo , ir being a bicter Rainy night, 

On Wedneſday morning, we advanced toward 'Ochhampton » 
which Town we defiretl ro have to quarter 'in ; when we came 
within a mile of the Town,-news came to us, We muſt advance no 
further, the Kings Force being before us in the Town: this cauſed 
no ſmall trouble ; you might read diſcontent in every mans face, and 
hunger in all: this being the third day they -had marched without 
vicual's The Major Generall/freely fpake tus minde ro the Convoy, 
intreating for us with threats, racher then farteries';-and deſiring to 
havequarter inthe Fown, at laſt it was granted, and-into the Town 
we came : theyquarcered in the' Town, and we quartered inthe 
Tows; but they ſtopt all manner of Proviſions trom our men : 
the Souldiers lay this'nighr in the field, bur they lay neer the Town ; 
where yon might have heard, rhe faddeſt moans, and direfill com- 
plaitits for Bread, that everiear heard. That night a Penny Loaf 
would have been ſold for half a Crown, and many thanks befides : 
] my (elf offered twelve pence for three ounces of Bread , at faft I 
got about three ounces for ix pence : I ſee ſome of the Souldiers 
pay ſix pence for a'peece'of poor Cheeſe, not weighing three 
ounces ; and many of them pay the ſame ratefor thitproportion. 

Onthe Thurſday, we marcht from Orkhrmpron, forch'df London 
Road, that we might avoid the Kings forces, which alwayes lay in 
our way, on'parpefe ro car mp"oar Proviftons from us : + we eame 
thar night to a little Village;wherexwe had fome geegmmedation for 
our ſelves and Soutdiers : thenext'mornmg we advanced rowards 
Teverton, 'where'we incended  roquarter, and our Souldiers: were 
exceeding willing togo thither,expetting poodquarrer there ; bur 
when' we-came within three miles 'of the Town , news came, we 
muſt rt9t come meerit , for the' Kings forces, were there , which 
made us betake our ſelves to alittle. Village, two miles on-our -fc 
hand ; when we came to the Village, rhe Kings forces were there 
alſo, which conſtrained our poor, wearicd, and hungry Souldiers, 
tolie inthe hungry ficlds, - \nchenextmorning, we were to march 
towards Col/ingron ; in the way, ſome of our Souldiers miſtook 
their way, and went a mile from the Army : many of which, were 
molt miſerably wounded ; ſome were killed within a little of 75- 
B 2 verton : 
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vertex; and divers men we never ſcefince, and many that eſcaped, 
| Came to us all blood, and wounded. After this we were pritty well | 
rid of our enemies, and our poor ſtarved men began to g 
courage. In all this trouble, 1 obſerved Major Generall Sk; 
in his carriage : bur never did I ſee any man ſo patient, ſo 7 
and ſotruly wiſe, and valiant in all his aRions, as he 2 his Lievte. 
nant Colonell was ſtripped to his {hirr, by a Sergeant Major of the 
Kings, I bt&fſe God, though 1 loſt all my Clothes,and other thi 
which my man had in his cuſtody ; yec my ſelf was untouched: 
I brought off my Piſtols and my Sword ; it was Gods great good- 
eſſe ro me, for there was much inquiry atterme : they -asked of 
my own Souldiers, which is E. H. they fearing ſome evill, would 
not tell them. I thank God, I reicued tame of our men out of the 
Enemies hands : for they took me to be one of the Kings-fide. ,] 
give thanks co God for all. Sir, I beſcech you take not this for 
tull Relation , though ir be a true Relation, my ſelf being aneye- 
witneſle to all chat I write. This is bu the lealt part of what ſome 
others have ſeen, and felt : I am now ready to take Boat for Pl 
mouth, which is beſieged : Iam in EXLremc heite. 1 with yougay

I ſhould be a flatterer of the times paft (which is not 
often ſcene) if I ſhould take upon meto juſtifie, or ap- 
prove of all the carriages of ſome that have been entruſt- 
ed with the Keyes of Eccleſiaſticall Government, or to 
blanch over the Corruptions of Confiſtoriall Officers ; 
in boththeſe, there was fault enough, co ground both a 
complaint, and Reformation; and, may that man never 
proſper,thatdefires not an happy Reformation of what 
cvcr hath been, or is amifle in the Church of God , But 
this I offer to your ſcrious confideration,whether Epi- 
ſcopacic, ſtripped of all circumſtances that may be juſtly 
cxcepted againſt, and reduced to the Primitive eſtate, 
may not be thought a forme, both better in ir ſelfe, and 
more fit tor this Kingdome and Church, then either of 
the other. | x 

How ancicnt it is, I need not appeale to any but your 
ſelves, who doc well know, that there was never yet any 
Hiſtory of the Church, wherein there was not full men- 
tion made of Biſhops, as the onely Governours thereof 
neither can any learned adverſary deny , that they have 
continued, wirk the generall allowance of GodsChurch, 
from the very Apoſtolike times, untill this preſent age. 
And whether it can be ſafe, and, lye not open to much 
ſcandall,to exchange ſo ancicnt an inſtitution hitherto - 
[ana torhe Church, for a new, where no necef- 


y inforces us,judge ye. 
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How univerſall it is, being the onely received govern. 
ment of all the Chriſtian Churches over the faceof the 
whole carth, ( excepting onely this ſmallſpot of our 
neighbourhood) ye know as well, as the undoubted re- 
lation of the Chriſt;anographie can tell you: and how un- 
ſafe it may be, to depart trom the forme of all the Chur- 
ches, that profeſſe the name of Chriſt, (who doe all ſub- 
mit themſelves to Biſhops, or Superintendents, except 
the fore-excepted) I leave to your grave judgement, 

Beſides, how Epiſcopacie is, and hath long been fſet- 
led in this Kingdome, and (as it were) incorporated into 
it; andenwoven into the municipall Laws of this Land, 
ſo as that it cannot be utterly removed , without much 
alteration in the whole body of our Lawes; is a marter. 
well worthy of not the leaſt conſideration. 

But,all theſe would yer ſeeme light npon the Balance, 
if there were not an intrinſecall worth in the inſtitution ir 
ſelfe, that might ſway with you : The Covenant bindes 
to the indeavour of ſuch a Government , as is according 
to the Word of God, and the example of the beſt Re- 
formed Churches. And now, let me appcale to your 
owne hearts, and the hearts of all judicious and unpreju- 
dicate Readers, whether the rules of Church-Govern- 
ment, laid forth inthe Epiſtles to 7i-9rhie and Titus, doe 
not ſuppoſe, and import'that very proper juriſdiQion, 
which is claimed by Epiſcopacie at this day : Which, if 
it were not intended to be left as a perfe pattern to ſuc» 
cceſlion; the whole Church of Chriſt ſhould have been 
Icft in the dark, withoutany direQion for the ſucceeding 
adminiſtration thereof : Thoſe charges are plainly given, 
not to many, butto one; and doc moſt manifeſtly im- 
ply nora parity, butpreeminence and power. / 

And ifthe example ofthe beſt Churches muſt cat? 
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it : What Church could be more pure, and more fit for 
our imitation , then the Primitive ? and that part of it 
which immediatcly followed the Apoſtles of our bleſſed 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ? And doe not you full wel know, 
that our Hiſtories, and unqueſtionable Authors name the 
men, whom thoſe Apoſtles, by impoſition of hands, or- 
dained to this funftion 2 Donor Ignatine, Ireneue, Tertul- 
lian, Polycrates, Egefippus,Clemens, Euſebius, Terome inſtance 
in choſe perſons, who ſucceeded cach other in thoſe firſt 
Sees ? It youtell me of the difference betwixt the Epi- 
ſcopacie of thoſe firſt Ages of the Church, and that of 
the preſent times , Tdoe willingly yeeld it, but, withall, 
I muſt adde, thar it is not in any thing eſfentiall to the 
calling, but in matters outward,and meerly adventitious; 
the abatement whereof (if it ſhall be found needfull) di- 
miniſheth nothing from the ſubſtance of thar holy inſti- 
tution z What can be more expreſlc, then, inthe ancient- 
eſt of them,the bleſſed Martyr, 1znatize, the mention of 
the three diſtinQ degrees of Biſhops, Presbyters, Dea- 
cons ; encharged with their ſeverall duties which were 
yet never intermitted, and let fall to this preſent day ; 
How frequently, and vehemently doth he in his genuine 
Epiſtles (twice in that to the Epheſians) call for due ſub- 
jeRion to the Biſhop and the Presbyrerie * How diſtint- 
ly doth hein his Epiſtle 'to the Magneſians, name their 
Biſhop, Dams, and their Presbyrers, Baſſmws, Apolionius, 
Stephanus ? How doth he in his Epiſtle Ad Trakiawos (cr 
forth''the' Biſhop 4 mw 47 Gs ior, and the Presby- 
teric,” &/ mold) O47, 8&c, And if any manſhall be fo un- 
juſtly yo 47s ,asto call into queſtion the credir of this 
gracious Author, (reſerved, no doubr, bya mo pro- 
vidence; for the conviQtion of the ſchiſmes of theſe laſt 
times) therein out-doing Yede/izs himſelfe, (who ſtourly 
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aſſerteth ſome of theſe Epiſtles, whiles he reje&s others 
as ſuppoſitious) let him caſt his eyes upon the no leſſe. 
famous, and holy Martyr, and Biſhop, Pohycarpme z who 
(as Irenews, an unqueſtionable Author tcls us,one,whoſe 
eyes beheld that Saint)did nor onely converſe with thoſe 
that had ſeenc Chriſt, but alſo was by the Apoſtles con- 
ſtituted in 4ſia , Biſhop of the Church of Swyr»s, Let 
him, if he can, deny Cyprianthe holy Martyr and Biſhop 
of Carthage, writing tamiliarly to the Presbyters , and 
Deacons there; ſometimes gravely reproving them 
ſometimes fatherly admoniſhing them of their duties ; 
in divers of his Epiſtles. Let him deny, that his coatem- 
poranye Cornelius, Biſhop of Rowe, acknowledgeth 46, 
Presbyters committed by the Catholique Church, to 
his charge : Shortly, let him , if he ſtick at this truth, 
deny that there was any Chriſtian Church of old, any 
Hiſtorie. 

All which duly confidered, I would faine know what 
reaſon can be ſhewed, why that ancient, yea firſt govern- 
ment by the Biſhop and his Presbyterie, received, and 
with all good approbation and ſuccelile, uſed in. the 
Primitive Church, and derived (though not without 
ſome faulty omiſhons, and intertextures, which may ca» 
fily be remedied) uatill this preſcat day, ſhould not 
rather take place ; then a government lately, and occafi- 
onally raiſed up in the Church, for the neceflity, or con- 
venicnce of ſome ſpeciall places, and perſons, without 
any intention of an univerſall rule and preſcription. 

If you ſhall fay that this Government by Biſhops hath 
been found, by ſad experience, hitherto, a block in'the 
way of perfe& Reformation, deſtruRive to the power of 
Godlinefle, and pure Adminiſtration of the Ordinances 
of Chriſt 5 give me tcave toan{wer, That, firſt, I _ 
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the Independent part, will be apt to ſay no leſſe ofthe 
Presbyrcrian; boldly preſſing nes kefees, both in 
conſtitution, and practice , and publiquely averring, 
the exquiſitely-retormed way to lye betwixt the Epi- 
ſcopall, and Calvinian, which they have had the hap- 
pineſſe to light upon; neither want there, thoſe, who, 
upon challenge of further illumination , taxe thoſe 
Semi-ſepariſts, as comming far too ſhort of that per- 
—_— of Reformation, which themſelves have at- 
tained. 

Secondly, I muſt, in the feare of God, beſeech you 
here to make uſe of that neceſſary diſtinRion, betwixt 
Callings, and Perſons , for it oftentimes fals our, thar 
the Calling unjuſtly ſuffers for that, whereof oncly the 
Perſon is guilty ; Ler the Calling be never ſo holy, & 
the rules of Adminiſtration never ſo wiſe,and perfect; 
yet if the perſon,in whoſe truſt they are, be either neg- 
 ligenr, or corrupt, or impotent in ordering his paſſions 
and carriage, it cannot be but all things muft goc a- 
miſſe, and much diſorder and confuſion muſt needs 
follow to the Church of God, and if ſuch hath been 
the caſe in ſome late times, why ſhould the blame be 
laid upon the Calling, which both is innocent, and 
might have bcen better improved ? Give me a Biſhop 
(ſuch there have been, and ſuch there are, let D. Porter 
the late Biſhop of Cerble, for inſtance, be one) that is 
cruly conſcionable, pious, painfull, zealous in promo- 
ting the glory of God, ready to encourage all faith- 
full Proackeds, and to cenſure and corre the lazie, 
and ſcandalous, carefull ofrhedue impoſition of his 
hands ; meek and unblameable in all his carriage ; and 
now tell me how the government of ſuch an one (re- 
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gulated by the holy and wholſome Lawes of our 
Church) can be ſaid to be obſtrutive to the ſucceiſe 
ofthe Goſpel, or to deſtroy the power of Godlines ? 
certainly,it all be not ſuch,the fault is in theMenztheir 
Calling doth not oncly admit of, but incites them to 
all vertue and goodneſſe, whereof if they be defe- 
Rive, let the Perſon take off the blame from the Fun. 
&ion. 

Neither doubt I to affirme, that it may well be 
made good , that the perfeeſt Reformation, which 
the Church of God can be capable of , here upon 
earth, may conſiſt with Epiſcopacie, ſo regulated, as 
it may be, if it pleaſe the High Court of Parliament to 
pitch upon that courſe: And indeed how can it becon- 
ceived,thatthe carcfull inſpeCtion of one conſtant,pru- 
dent, and vigilant overſeer,ſuper-addeqdto agrave and 
judicious Presbyteric, ſhould be any hindrance to the 
progreſle of godlineſle ? eſpecially; when he is {oli- 
miced by the bounds of good lawes and conſtitutions, 
that he cannot run out , without the danger of a juſt 
cenſure z There are already many excellent rules of 
Goverament, ifthey were 4waked, and aQuated by 
full authority; and, where there is any deficiency, 
more might be ecafily added to make the body of 
Church-lawes complete, 

To give a taſte of what may be cffeaed, with very 
little or no alteration of one Forme of Government 
ro another. | 

I remember one of our Brethren of Scotland,.in a 
Diſcourſe tending tothe advancing of the Presbyteri- 
an way, tells us, that Dr. AMonteeve, the late worthy 
Biſhop of Winche fter, asked King Femes of bleſſed me- 
mory> 


pas” 


mory, (whoſe ſweet affability the world. well knew) 
How it came about , that there were ſo few herefies, and 
errors of doitrine , broached , and proſecuted, to they 
publique diſturbance of the Church of Scotland ? Unto 
which, the wiſe and learned King is ſaid to have re- 
turned-this Anſwer, That every Pariſh hath their Pa- 
ſtor, ever preſent with them , and watching over them , 
That the Paſtor hath hus Elders and Deacons, ſorted 
with him ; That he with them, once a week, meets at a ſet 
time and place, for the cenſure of manners, or what ever 
diſorder falls out in the Partſh ,, ſo as he, by this meanes, 
perfetHly knowes hs flock ; and every aberration of them, 
either 11 mattty of opinion, or prattice : And, leſt any Er- 
ror , or Hereſie may ſeie upon the Paſtor ,, they have_ 
their Presbyteries , conſiſting of ſeverall Shrivalties , 
which meet together in the chiefe Towne or City next 
to them, every week alſo once, and have theretheir ex- 
erciſe of Prophecying, afier which , the Moderator of the 
ſaid Meeting asks and gathers the judgements of all 'the 
ſaid Paſtors, concerning the dottrine then delivered, or, 
of any other doubifull point , that #s then and there pro- 
pounded ,, And if the ſaid Presbyters be arvided in their 
opinions , then the Queſtion i, under an injoyned ſilence, 
put over tothe next Synode , which is held twice a yeare,, 
anto that all the Paſtors of that Quarter , or Provinces 
duly reſort , accompanyed with their Elders , The Modera- 
tor o the former Synode begins the Ain; then a new 
Moderator s choſen for the preſent , or (as it ſeldome_ 
falls out) the laſt Moderator, by Voices, continued. 
Auy Queſtion of doubt bring propoſed, ts either decided 
by that meeting, or (if it cannot be ſo done) «, with 
charge of. (ilence , reſerved. till the Nationall Synode , or 
B 3 Generall 
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Gentrall Aſſembly , which they hold every yeare once, 
Whither come not the Paſtors onely, but the King him- 
ſelfe, or his Commiſsioners ; and ſome of all Orders and 
Degrees, ſufficiemily authoriJed for the determining of 
any Controverſie , that ſhall ariſe amongſt them. Thus he. 
And certainly this beares the face of a very faire and 
laudable courſe, and ſuch, as deſerves the approba- 
tion of all the wel-willers ro that diſcipline : But ler 
me addc, that we either have, or may have, (in this 
very {ame ſtate of things, with ſome ſmall variation) 
in cfteR, the ſame Government with us z onely there 
wants ſome care and lite in their execution, which 
might, without much difficulty,be redrefled;Every pa- 
riſ} hath, or by Law ought to have their Miniſter ever 
preſent with them zand carefully watching over them, 
In ſtead then of their Paſtor , Elders, and Deacons; 
we have in every Pariſh, the Minigter, whether a Re- 
Gor, or Vicar; Churchwardens, Queſtmen, or Side- 
men, and Overſeers forthe Poore, and in places of 
any eminence, a Curate or Affiſtent to the ReQor, 
who 1s a Deacon art leaſt ; Theſe may, and ought, and, 
in ſome places, doe duly meet together, every week, 
on a ſct day, in their Veſtry; and decide ſuch diffe- 
rences as happen amongſt them, and may well be 
enjoyned, to take notice of ſuch abuſes and miſ-de- 
meanours, as are incident into their pariſh, for their 
ſpcedy reformation, within the Verge ot their owne 
power. 

In ſtcad of their Presbyteries, conſiſting of ſeverall 
paſtors,we have our number,and combination of mi- 
nifters, in the diviſions of our ſeverall Deanries , un- 
der which, are ranged all the Miniſters within that 
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circuit, Over whom the Rurall Deane (as he is cal- 
led)is every year choſen, by the ſaid Miniſters of that 
diviſion, as their moderator, for the yeare enſuing , 
whoſe office (if it were carefully looked unto, and re- 
duced tothe originall inſtitution) might be of fingu- 
Jar uſc to Gods Church , This Deanry,or Presbytery, 
_ confiſting of ſeverall paſtors,may be injoyned to meet 
rogether every. moneth, or oftner (if ir ſeeme fit) in 
ſome city or town next unto them, and may there 
have their exerciſe of propheſying, as I have known 
it practiced in ſome parts of this kingdom, andas it - 
is carneſtly wiſhed and recommended, by that excel- 
lently- Learned Lord,Yerwlame, late Lord Chancelour 
of Eneland, in his prudent Confidcrations : and then, 
 andthere,may indevour to decide any doubt,that may 
ariſe in their ſeverall pariſhes, cirher concerning the 
doarine of their Miniſter, or {cruple in caſcs of conſci- 
ence, and may tranſa any publique buſinefle that 
may concerne their whole diviſion, But if any ſuch 
matter or queſtion ſhould ariſe, as their divided opini- 
ons cannot fully determine ; it may (under charge of 
filence) be put over to a more publique meeting z 
which is the ſynodall aſſembly of the Clergy held 
twice a yeare, under the moderation (hicherto) of the 
Archdeacon; And if therethe queſtion tayle, of a+ull 
determination, it is, or may be referred, (with like f1- 
lence and peace) to a Dioceſan Synode, which may be 
held every yeare once; under the prefidenty of the 
Biſhop ; And if yer the decifion come not home,it ma 
be referred to the determining of a Provinciall Synod, 
or yet higher,to a Nationall : So as in theſe caſes of 
doubts, or errors, if men would not be CER 
them- 
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themſclves,nothing needs to be wanting in the ſtate 
we now ſtand in,to the ſafety , and happineſle of our 
Church. 

For matter of Ordination of Miniſters, the for. 
mer Conſtitutions of our Church, have deeply cn- 
joyned the preſence, and aſſiſtance of thoſe, who 
by their originall inſtitution, are the Presbyterie of 
the Biſhop, at, and, in, the examination, and al- 
lowance of the perſons to be ordained, requiri 
alſo, the joynt-impoſition of thoſe hands, which 
atteſted the ſufficiency of the ſaid Examinates, nor 
without a ſevere ſanction of two yeares ſuſpenſion, 
of the a& of Ordaining, to paſſe upon any Biſhop, 
or Suffraganc , that ſhall be found failing in any of 
the particulars; The qualification of thoſe that are 
to be ordained, is in our Canons already ſer torth, 
with much caution, for their age, their degrees, 
their abilitics, the teſtimonie of their holy conyer- 
ſation, neither need 1 doubt to affirm, that he, who 
(beſides all other circumſtances ot education) is a- 
ble to give a good account of his taith in Latine, ac- 
cording to the received Articles of the Church of 
England, and to confirmethe ſame by ſufficient teſti- 
monies, out of the holy Scripture , may be thought 
corapetently fit, (for matter of knowledge) to enter 
upon the firft ſtep of Deaconſhip , which the wilſ- 
dome of the Church hath (according to the Apoſtles 
rule) appointed (not without a ſufficient diſtance of 
time) in way of probation, to the higher order of 
Miniſtery; forbidding to give both orders at once; 
and requiring, that he, who is ordained Deacon, ſhall 
continue a whole yeare, at leaſt,inthar ſtation, except, 
upon ſome weighty reaſons, it ſhall ſeeme fir to the 
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Biſhop, to contract the time limited : And, leſt 
there ſhould be any ſubreprion in this ſacred buſi- 
nefle, it is Ordered, that theſe Ordinations ſhould 
be no other then ſolemne, both in reſpeR of time 
and place, neither ought they to be,nor in ſome 
places are, without a publique preconization of 
lawtull warning affixed upon the Cathedrall 
Church doore, where the ſaid Ordination ſhall be 
celebrated ; and over and befides the charge, that 
none ſhall be admitred to be a Candidate of holy 
Orders, but he who brings ſufficient teſtimonials 
of his good life and converſation, under the ſeale 
of ſome Colledge in Cambridge or Oxford, or of 
three, or foure grave Miniſters, together with the 
ſubſcription a6d teſtimonie of other credible per- 
ſons, who have known his lite and behaviour, by 
the ſpace of three yeeres next before, it is well 
knowne to you , that before the Act of Ordinati- 
on there is publique Proclamation made to the 
whole Aſſembly , that if any man knowes any 
crime or impediment in any of the perſons pre- 
ſented, for which he oughr not to be ordained, 
that hce ſhould come forth and declarc it before 
any hand be laid upon his head, for his full ad- 
miſſion, | 
- Notwithſtanding all which care of our deare 
Mother the Church of England if it ſhall bee 
thought meet, that any further a& of Tryall, ſhall 
paſſe upon choſe, which are ſuitors for Ordinati-* 
on, how eaſily may ir be ordered, that at the 
monethly (or, if need be, more frequent) meet- 
ing of the Miniſters, m—_— the ſame Presby- 
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terie , or Deantie; they may be appointed tg 
make tryall oftheir gifts, and undergoe tuck wr- 
ther examination of their abilities , as ſhall bee 
thought requiſite, ere they thall be preſeated,and 
admitted by the Biſhop, and his Presbyteric tg 
that holy function. | ig 

And whereas it is much ſtood upon, that is 
meet the people, (whole {oules muſt have righe 
in him, to whole truſt they are committed) ſhould 
have ſome hand in their conlene to that Paſtas; 
by whom they muſt be fed;it muſt be {aid,that he- 
{ides their devolutionof their right to the patron, 
who, as their truſtee, preſents a Miniſter for them, 
it may beno prejudice at all tothe power wich 
by Law and inheritance is ſetled upon the patron, 
that the perſon whom his choyce pitches upon, be 
appointed before hand to preach, (for a triall) ro 
that congregation to which he is ſo deſigned, and 
it cither tor his voice, or other juſt exceptions he 
be found unmeet for them, that another, more fit 
may be recommended by the faid Patron tothe 
place; burit through faction, or ſelf-will, or parti- 
alitic,the mulritude ſhall prove pecviſh, and faſtidi- 
ous,they may, in ſuch a caſe,be over-ruled by juſt 
authority. £ BA 

As for matter of cenſures, it may not be deny- - 
ed, thatthere hath becn greatabuſe in the mana- 
_ ging of them, both upon Eccleftaſticall perſons, 

and others : ſuſpenſion of Miniſters upon ſlight, 

inſufficient cauſes , both 4b officio,and ,hath 
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trequently,and familiarly paſſed upon light and tri- 
viall matters : How happy were it, it a ſpeedy 
courle may be taken, for the preventionof this evil: 
In the conterence at Hampton-Conrt, a motion was 
ſtrongly made to thus purpoſe, but without effect ; 
ifthe wiſedom of the preſent Pariiament ſhall fer- 
tle (ome other way forthe curbing of contumati- 
ous offences againſt Church-authoricy, it will be 
an act worthy of their care and juſtice, Ia the 
meanctime,as for this, and all other Ecclefiaſticall 
proceedings,it may with much facility ,and willing 
conſent of all parts,be ordered,that the Biſhop ſbal 
not take 'apon/him, to infliteitther this, or any o- 
ther jmporcant cenſure, without the concurrence 
of his Presbitery:, which ſhall be a meanes (in all 
likelyhood)ro prevent any inconvenience that may 
ariſe from the wonted way of Judicature. 

As for the co-aſſcſhon ofa Lay-presbyreric, in 
fwaying theſe affaires of Church-government, 
Ye well know how new it is; ſome of you might 
have been:acquainted with the man thar brought 
it firſt into any parc of this Ifland; and what ground 
there is for it, either in Scripture, or antiquity, I 
appeale co your judgement: Surely, the late lcar- 
hed Author of the Counſaile for the Teforming 
the Church of England, (although otherwiſc a 
vechement afferror oft the French Diſcipline ) inge- 
nuoufly conteffeth ,'that however thoſe Protc- 
farts which live-under vary we Governours, .have 
done wiſely, in deputing ſome choiſe men, felc- 
Qed out of their congregations, whom they call 
Elders, to ſhare' with =_ paſtors, in the _ 
; o - an

and management of Ecclcſiaſticall affaires, Yet, 
thoſe Proteſtant Churches which live under the 
government of Proteſtant Princes , may with the 
lafety of thoſe reſpets, which mutually intercede 
betwixt Paſtors and people,forbeare any ſuch de- 
putation ; for as much, as the ſupreme Magiftrate, 
transfers (for the moſt part) to himlelte, thar, 
which is the wonted charge of thoſe deputed El- 
ders; concluding, that thoſe men, do meerely loſe 
their labour, who ſo bufily indevour on the one 
fide, to dilprove the antiquity of the Lay-Elder- 


ſhip, and, on the other, by weak proofes to main- | 


taine, (cleane contrary tothe minde of the Apo- 
ſtle) thar the text of Saint Par! {1 Tim.5.17.) 15 to 
be underſtood of Paftors, and Lay-Elders, Thus 
he ; with whar faire probability, I leave to your 
judgment. 

Neither is it any intention of mine to meddle 
with any piece of that government, which obtain- 
eth in other the Churches of God , but onely, to 
contribute my poor opinion, concerning the now- 
to-be-ſctled affiires of our own. 

W hat ſhall I necd to ſuggeſt unto you the dan- 
gerous under-workiags of other Seats ? ſecretly 
indevouring to ſpring their hidden mines to the 
overthrow both of the one government, and the 
other ; whereof, without ſpeedy remedy, perhaps 
it will be too late to complaine ; no doubt,the wiſ- 
dom.,and authority of: that great Senate (whom ye 
alſo ſcrve ro adviſe) will forthwith interpoſe ic ſelf 
tothe prevention of thoſe miſchietes, which the 
variety oftheſe hereſies,and ſets (though ſome of 

ER. them 
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them cloaked with the fayreſt pretences) threaten 
to this poor Church:Ir isno boot for me to tel you, 
that the leſſe diſunion there is, the more ground of 
ſafety ; and that where the holy purpoſes of Re- 
, formation may be effeed, with the leaſt change, 
there muſt needs be the moſt hope of accor- 
dance. 

The reft tothe wiſe application of the power- 
full and judicious, Ir is enough for me to have 
thus boldly ſhort my bolt amongſt you , and to 
have thus freely diſcovered my honeſt, and well 
meant thoughts to: ſo: able judgments ; Whar I

In offer : there cannot be affinity between them, but the ſe.

their integrity , and by faire words works weake and unſtable 
foules from the way.ot God, Nimbers 25. the three firſt verſes, 
When Ifſracl was inticed by the beauty of Afoabs daughters to 
commit whoredome with them; having no ſach abode as with 
thoſe they had marricd and dwelt with : Yet from this they are 
inticed further to ſpirituall whoredome- ; they called the people 
to the facrifice of their gods :. and they forſooth were ſo com- 

lementall acd fo affable, that though the God of 1/rael, which: 

ad brought them cut of che Land, had ſaid enough to the con- 
trary, yet they did cate and bowed downe to their gods, and 
Iracl joyncd himſclfe to Bael-Peor, and the anger of the Lord 
was kindlcd againſt Iſracl, &c. and foure and twenty thouſand 
fell of the plague for it. Thus God made them know him by, * 
ſecling, whom: they. would not regard by hearing. And how 
trucly herein did that of the Prophet Hoſea appeare, H of, 4 11. 
Whoredome , Wine, and new Wine take away the heart : And when 
the heart and affeions are once gone in Gods frvice, what is 
all the body worth beſides ; for even as a mancannot fee with- 
out an eye, nor heare without an earc,nor taſte withour a tongue, 
no more cana man ſerve God without an heart; leave that be- 
hinde him; and bring all the reſt to Gods houſe, and it'is vain. 
God will fay of that, as 7oſeph did of Benjamin, Sree my face no 
more , except you bring your brother Benjamin, So ſee my faceno 
more in my houſe,. in-mine ordinance, except.you bring mee 
heart and aff:Fions with you. You know who fatd, . Films da- 
wibi cor , My fonne give mee thy beart ; But the wiſcſt man 
under the arches of heaven had his heart ſtollen away by Idola- 
trous women, 1 Kings.10, wherein Sofomons worth, wealth, 
wiſedome is wondertully magnified, Chapter 11. 1. Anecliple 
comes that over-ſhadowes all this glory,as thus: But King Sedo. 
won loved many eutlandiſh-womenztogether with the daughte; 
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of Phar#oh, women of the Moabites, «Ammonites, Edewiter, Zie 
dovians, and Hittstes : and in the three next Verſes, fee whar fol- 
lowes. ; Ia, 

Theſe were nations that God forbad the children of Iſrael to 
match with , for feare of turning them after their gods : but 
Solewan clave unto theſe inlove, he'had ſeycn hundred wives 
that were Princes, and three hundred Concubines , and his 
wives turned away his heart., yea, when he was old. When - 
then ſay ſore did he repent ? Truely 7e/ephwe in his Antiquity; 
and Bellerwine in his Polemicals freak but harſhly of him. His 
alyation is not queſtioned: by me: But I ſuppoſe, that though 
bis wives drew away his heart when he was old ; yet he re- 
pented when hee was older ; witnefſe his book of Eecleſiaftes 
wherein his folly 1s acknowledged and bewayled ; onely note 
this by the way; what the wit, and wiſedome of man is, 
wirhoat the aſſiſtance of God ; when the Lord leaves a man to 
leane upon his naturalls, or artificiall Wiſedome, it is not able _ 
to ſupport him. Therefore as the Prophet faith, Jeremiah 9.23, 
Let not the wiſe man glory in bis wiſcdome , fer the wiſedome of the 
werld is ern gues e with God , faith the Apoſtle, 1 Cor, 3. 
19, And Demnt- 17. 17. God Lak given charge that the King 
of Ifract ſhrnld not multiply wives unts hiefelfe , that his heart 
turne not away. Yet you fee that thongh God had given this 
charge, and had red unto him twice, and had fo plainely 
_ manilcſted his will unto him , yet Solomon fell from the way 
that God had ſhowne him , and becomes as vile as maby of the 
heathen , and goes beyond many of his ignorant and common 
ſubjeRs, in affinity with the people of theſe abhominations :*

people that pratice them abhominable, and to bee abhorred in 
theſight of "God; Levir, 26.39: And fn the place of St.' Peter 
fore alledged, yon may ſee what the'reſt of their ſinnes were: 
they-walked in laſciviouſneſſe, luſts, ( you hive theparticulers 
in the cightecnth Chapter 'of Zeviricw ) excylle of wine, ban 
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quetings, revellings, &c. which the didate of right reaſon 
might have kept them from, . ek 

Such as theſe are an abhominable people, or people of abho- 
minations. And hath not that noble County of Lancaſhire too 
lately fecae and felt the like abhominations in this their laſt 
Allarme, from that Country-plundering-army , did ever the 
Heathen in exceſſc of wine, .revelling, banquetting, in laſcivi- 
ouſneſk, or lawlefle luſts exceed them : have they not raviſhed 
women , defiled Virgins ? and ſome of them made their 
boaſts of the generallity of their intentions that way ; where. 
upon , from credible report , ſome poote innocent, and well- 
af:&ced women , and virgins havebecome as diſtrated, other 
drowned themſclves upoa it for griefe, 'as alhamed ever after 
to looke their friends 1 the face, or any longer<o live : other 
reſiſted to death, and were piſtolled , fo that we have cauſe to . 
take up the Prophet Feremiah's complaint, Lamentations the laſt 
Chapter, the cleventh verſe. They ravs/bed the women in Zion, 
and the maids in the Cities of Judah, But God | remembred. them 
in his. appoyntcd time, and ſome of them will dee fo no 
more, 

Now concerning Idolatry, it may be committed two 
wayecs, cither when man worſhips ſomewhat for God which 
13not , as the groſſeſt, and moſt corrupt amongl{t the Heathen 
did ; orclſe when a man worſhips God after a falſe 
manner : and thus the Papiſts are grofi& Idolaters. Firſt,con- 
_ ception. Secondly praftice, Firſt conceptive. The vulgar 
Papiſts , which the more learned cauſe to crre , they conceive _ 
of God, fo as he is repreſented uato them in Images and PiRtugcs, 

- which helpe to frame their conceit like that of the e-Lnthrope- 
morphites , toconccive of God as of anold man fitting in hca- 
ven, or /ub bumana {pecie, as (icerofaith , the moſt of the na- 
tions conceived of the great God. Thus in their mil. conceiving 
of God they make an Idoll of him , framing anto themſelves 
ſuch a God as there is not 2 yea, daring to paint the Trinity, 
as ſabje& to humane ſence , and reſembling a ſpirituall and un- 
bounded cflence, by an humane. and corporcall fhape, ' In 
this Knce it is truclyfaid , Hab, 2, 18, that the Image isa 
t 
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reacher of lyes , becauſe it canſetl another thing like unto its 
iſe to come into a mans minde ; when as that which it 
pretends to reſemble, is nothing like it , 'but differs from it" 
pluſquam genere. A Pidgeon may better reſemble aShcep, than 
a finit, corporcall , organicall ſheep can an infirite, incom- 
prebenſible , and ſpiritaall eſſence. Thus Feremieb the tenth chap- 
rer,andthe eighth verſe, The ftock is a defirine of vanity, it can 
ref:mble nothing but vaine, 'and. unprofitable things :,Yet 
thus be ſtocks, images, or corporcall repreſentations; are the 
vulgar Papiſts taught to conceive of God : ſothat they are I- 
dolaters conceprive. Aarne th CS TONES TH 
Sccondly,/they are ſo peaQtice, they bow to graven Images; 
and doe not worſhip God immediately in Chriſt, but by Saints, 
Angels, Pires, or corporeall tepreſentations, or the like 
tra of Tay pagers Merger in the ſabſtance 
of Gods worſhip : thus t they pretend to worfhi 
the true God , "yet its in falſe manner. To whom I ng 
the Phariſees to Chriſt, By what authority dee they theſe things? 
Nay , and doe not divers of them finne alſo againſt the light 
of nature , in marrying within the degrees prohibited in' fa- 
cred Writ z and yet they ( Alter Dems in terrss ) will not
